HARVESTING IS BEGUN 


Prices For the Product Promise 


to be Better Than it 


Has For Years. 


Tobacco Culture in Cuba Costs Little 


and Brings Quick Returns—Recon- 
centrados May by One Year's Work 
Lay by Reserve for the Future— 
Poles for Drying Leaves 
Furnish- 


ing a Big Business. 


Cienfuegos, March 9—The tobacco 


crop ia Santa Clara Province this year 
will be by far tho largest over raised, as 
thousands of small holders or renter?, 
having no oxen for the handling of 
cane, have turned to tobacco as?a crop 
requiring little outlay and bringing a 
speedy return. 


The province contains 8,733 square 


miles and over 500,000 people. 


Before the war there were 960,587 


cattle in the province, but there are 
probably not one-tenth of that number 
now. 


HarvcsUng: Has Berlin 


Harvesting has begun. The whole 


plant is not harvestedjat once, but the 
lowest leaves are gathered nt intervals, 
and hence the harvest continues for sev- 
eral months. The prices are likely io 
be good, so that many of the 
former 


recotcentrados in this province, and they 
are an index of conditions all ovor the 
island, will bo helped (Tout of debt and 
may get a little stock ahead by this 
year's tobacco crop. 


Vein V Crop Aluuiclaiit 


Its abundance and quality aro due to 


exceptionally favorable weather. 


In many places tho palm trees have 


been stripped of leaves to thatch the 
new shocks or to cover new tobacco 
sheds.

Washington, March 9—Great 
effort 


are being made by the republican lead 
ers of the senate to arrange some sort o 
a program which will secure party liar 
mouy. Last night the "steering com 
mittee" of thn senate held a conference 
with the president, acd found Mr. Mc- 
Kinley exceedingly earnest in his advo- 
cacy of the 15 par cent Porto Eico tariff 
bill. The members of tho committee ap 
pear to be fairly well agreed that the 
only sate course is to stand by-the bil 
"until the storm blows over." 


At the present time it is not denied 


that both the president and the repub- 
lican leaders in the senate are much 
worried over the outlook. They do not 
doiibt their ability to pass the bill uh 
dei' the party whip, but they are afraid 
of the effect upon the country'. There 
appears to be no relaxation of the pub- 
lic demand for justice to Porto Hico. 
Letters and telegrams by the bushel are 
pouring into the senate, acd nil are from 
men who oppose the Foraker bill. 


Clamor From a .Kow States 


Leading republican senators sav the 


'•clamor" for justice to Porto Kico comes 
from but a few states. They think it if; 
confined to Indiana, Illinois, Minnesota, 
and the two Dakotae. 
Though they 


admit there is a little of.it ia some other 
sections of the country, the uio&t of the 
demand, they aver, comes from the 
states named. 


A New England senator said today ho 


bad not received one letter or telegram 
from his state concerning the question. 
An Iowa senator said he had received 
but one communication. There is nat- 
urally a good deal of curiosity to learn 
why public sentiment is so strongly 
aroused on this subject in some parts of 
the country and so iuditlerent in others. 
No one is able to offer an adequate ex- 
planation. 


AVliiiV. Supreme Court May Do 


There bat, been a great deal of discus- 


sion in Washington as to what the 
Supreme court will do with the consti- 
tutional question involved in the Porto 
Bico case if that problem be brought be- 
fore it. 
One of the ablest constitutional 


lawyers in the city today ofl'ered a new- 
theory as to the judgment of the court. 
Usually public men and lawyers express 
the opinion that the court 
will sustain 


their views of the question, but this 
jurist suggests that the court will ad- 
judge the question to be purely a politi- 
cal one with which the court has noth- 
ing to do aud render no decision at all. 


M< tli.nlisH Oppose the Mill. 


Bishop Hurst of the Methodist- Epis- 


copal church has been a frequent caller 
at the White House lately and it is 
understood his talks with the President 
have related to the peculiar situation in 
which the administration finds itself in 
relation to the Porto Bico bill. Tho 
church people have shown remarkable 
sendtiveness on this question and the 
Methodists are no exception. 


The Methodist ministers have been 


very proud of President McKinley's 
record and have pointed to it as made 
by a man who was rearefl under the in- 
fluence of Methodism 
and is a con- 


spicious member of that church. 
They 


have uphold the Presidant's hands in 
war and peace, maintaining that he has 
always been governed by love of human- 
ity, and they cannot believe he has been 
persuaded to abandon the "plain duty to 
Porto Bico" outlined in his messa ge.

Prevent Spread of the Dread Con- 
tagion— Quarantine in San Francisco 
Chinatown is Made More Rigid 
Three Policemen Stand Guard in 
Each Block. 


Tauotna, Wash.. March 9—[Special 


Telegram]—Consteraatiou was created 
in Pugotsound cities today by the offi- 
cial announcement that seventeen cases 
of bubonic plague have existed at Port 
Townsond Cor nearly a month. 


Early in February the Japanese tramp 


ship Nanyo Maru arrived there with a sus • 
picious disease on board. 
The ship was 


ordered into quarantine at Diamond 
Head and has since remained there. 
Two men had died on tho voyage over 
and at least one more succumbed after 
reaching Port Townsend. 


Quarantine officials at first would not 


state what the disease was, but later 
gave out that it had been disguised as 
beri-beri. Today it was officially 
an- 


nounced that the disease is nothing less 
than bubonic plague, to keep out which 
no adequate preparations 
have been 


made by either Seattle or Tacoma. 


Nevertheless very strict precautions 


are boing'taken-by" the United States 
quarantine station and it is expected 
that these will suffice to prevent the 
spread of the disease from the Nanyo 
Maru or any other vessel having plague 
aboard.

I "plague" case had been discovered, but 
investigation showed that the story had 
litUe basis. 
A Chinese died at the city 


and county hospital, but the doctors- 
who attended the patient said he had no 
plague symptoms.

ropes were stretched around each block 
in the 
quarantine district acd three 


policemen stand guard on each block. 
This leaves the streets open for traffic, 
but keeps occupants of the district con- 
fined to tho block in which they live.

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An Authoritative Statement of His 


Position Regarding Puerto Rico 


BY A M EM BER.OF THE CABINET. 


He Contrasts the Action of the 
Oppo- 


nents of tile Measure with Tlmt of 
Those \Vliu Ilclleved Slavery Could He 
Constitutionally Extended. 


Washington. March 
9.—A member 


of the cabinet gives o:it the following 
authoritative statement: 


"There br.s been a wide misappre- 


hension of the Puerto Rican tariff bill, 
of the attitude of the president, of the 
notion of congress and of their rela- 
tion? to each other. 
When the coun- 


try correctly understands the truth, as 
it certainly will, it will thoroughly ap- 
prove what has been clone. 


"The attempt to represent that there 


has been a disagreement between the 
president and congress is wholly un- 
founded. 
There has' been no essential 


difference between them. 
Both have 


sought the same object. The recom- 
mendation of the president and the 
house bill, in their purpose and effect, 
amount to the same thing. As a con- 
sequence each rightly sustains the oth- 
er. 
A simple statement of the facts 


v.-ill make this plain. 


"The president in his annual mes- 


sage of Dec. 4 urged that the customs 
duties on trade between Puerto Rico 
and the United States should be re- 
moved, nor as a matter of legal right. 
Imt of liberal and human public policy. 
"What need of such a plea if the con- 
stitution of itself carried free trade to 
Puerto Rico? 
In that case free trade 


goes to her, whether right or not. 


"What the president proposed was 


that the United States should offer the 
largest and most, generous measure of 
'help to the suffering island, and he has 
never wavered in the object he sought. 
Had his suggestion been accepted and 
followed by all in his spirit and as he 
meant it. with rhe limitations he in- 
tended, all would have been well. But 
•when the time came for action in con- 
gress t\vo tendencies were seen. On 
the one hand there were good men anJ 
some business and agricultural inter- 
ests that feared free trade with Puerto 
Rico would be made a precedent tor 
Free trade with the Philippines. They 
felt there should be a distinct assertion 
and exercise of the power to impose 
unties, however small, as an assurance 
that this power was reserved for other 
•cases. 


"On the other hand, what the presi- 


dent proposed as a worthy act of na- 
tional 
generosity and liberal policy 


•was seized by political opponents and 
claimed as a necessary and inevitable 
aneasure 
of 
inherent 
-constitutional 


right. They insisted that the consti- 
tution by its own force extends to 
Puerto Rico and all the new island pos- 
sessions and spreads ail its provisions 
over them, including 
uniform 
taxa- 


tion. They were eager to commit a 
republican 
congress to a hard and 


fast principle which would expose the 
administration and its party to all the 
criticism and attacks that would be 
made on such a position. 


"It was a cunning game, but it did 


not succeed. The apprehension of the 
lionest objectors, who feared that the 
•concession of fni! free trade to Puerto 
Rico would lead to misconstruction, 
and the designs of crafty partisans, 
who meant that it should, were both 
met ;>.nd frustrated by the bill which 
passed the house and which levies 15 
per cent, or less than one-sixth of the 
Kingley rates. It has the.-.advantage 
of producing neede'd revenue, which, 
xintil civil government and law are 
fully organized in Puerto Rico, cannot 
Ije 
raised as 
well 
from any 
other 


source. 


"The political heirs of those who 


put forward the dogma that the con- 
stitution of its own force carried sla- 
very into t'ne territory of the United 
States now maintain the dogma that 
the constitution of its own force car- 
vies free trade even into tne new isl- 
and 
territory .of 
the United States. 


•u.-u:io-j; o.-.-.v legislative , action. 
It is 


an interesting circumstance' that - in 
this new epoch of our history the re- 
publican party is again battling for a 
principle kindred to that which gave it 
birth." 


The first day's debate on the Puerto 


Rican 
bill 
in the senate developed 


sharp differences between republican 
leaders. Senator Foraker, chairman of 
the committee on Puerto Rico, who has 
charge of the bill, is one of the readiest 
debaters in the senate, but his abilities 
as a debater and his resources as a 
lawyer were severely tested in his ef- 
forts to answer all the questions and 
reply to all the constitutional objec- 
tions raised against the tariff feature 
of the bill. He defended it as in har- 
mony with the constitution and as a 
safe revenue measure for the island, but 
Senators Davis of Minnesota and Hoar 
of Massachusetts took issue with him 
in both contentions. 


Senator Davis doubted the wisdom of 


the tariff provision, and Senator Hoar 
made the point that it was in direct 
conflict with the constitutional prohi- 
bition of a duty being laid on the ex- 
ports from any state. 


The senator held that this duty to ba 


collected 
In Puerto Rico by United 


States officials under a law of congress 
could not be other than an export duty. 
He did not see how any court could 
sustain such a law. as the constitution 
was plain in its prohibition against 
laying duties on exports from any 
state, whether they were exported to 
another state _or tvrrif.ory or to a for- 


country.

NEW 
ELECTION 
LA.W- 


The new election law is now in force 


and the preliminaries to be held o 
March 20 and the city convention to b 
held on March 21, will be conduote 
under its provisions, which, applying 
to this city, briefly stated, are as fol- 
lows: 


l.'t must be noted in the 
first place 


that the new law regulating caucuses 
applies to general elections in all towns, 
cities and villages and to all regular 
city elections. It also applies to city 
caucuses for the election of delegates to 
a county convention. It does not apply 
to town caucuses for the 
nomination of 


town officers. They may be conducted 
in the same manner as heretofore. 


The law provides three ways in which 


nominatiorrB may be made, viz: 


' 
• First. 
By a party caucus. 


Second. 
In nominations 
for city 


officers, by a convention oE at least thirty 
electors, or nine delegates; for a ward 
office, by a caucus of at least ten 
electors, 
• 


Third. 
By nomination papers. 


It is provided that in cities nil cau- 


cuses of one political party shall be 
held at the same hour, which hour 
shall be designated by the city con.- 
mittee. The caucuses preliminary to 
a county convention must be held at 
the same hour in all the cities in the 
county, tha hour to be fixed 'by the 
county committee. Notice of the time 
of holding such caucuses must Le pub 
lished in a newspaper. In towns where 
no newspapers are published, notices 
must be posted in three public places at 
least tec days before the caucus is held. 


Every caucus under the provisions of 


this law must be held open for at least 


, one full hoar, and all votes for candi- 


dates 01' delegates must be by ballot. The 
chairman of the city or ward committee Address W.. tia/ott.e. 
shall act as chairman of the caucus. 
A secretary and two tellers shall be 
chosen by the voters at the caucus. The 
chairman and secretary must take oath 
that they will faithfully, honestly and 
correctly conduct the voting. 


The secretary is required to make a 


pol! list of all persons voting at the cau- 
cus. 
Bnllots may be written or printed, 


and shall be deposited by the voters, in 
the ballot box or other reaeptncle, the 
same to be placed in full view of the 
caucus officers and voters. 


No person shall vote or offer to vote 


more than once for any 
candidate or 


delegate or set of delegates in any one 
caucus, nor in any caucus held in any 
caucus district in which be shall not at 
the time be a resident and duly 
quali- 


fied elector, and no person shall vote or 
offer to vote in any caucus where candi- 
dates are to be chosen, if he has already 
voted at the caucus of any other politi- 


- cal party for candidates to be voted for, 


or for delegates to be chosen to a con- 
vention to nominate candidates to be 
voted for at the next ensuing election. 
If a vote be challenged, he cannot vote 
unless he waken an aflidavit, as is re- 
quired at an election. 


1'he chairman and secretary of n cau- 


cas are required to canvftes tha 
Votes, 


declare the results and certify 
the 


nominations immediately after the cau- 
cus adjourns. 


Violations of any provisions of the law 


are made punishable by a fine not ex- 
ceeding 8200 or imprisonment, or both.

Mr. Smith stated today that he had

Ho ex> 


pccte to reside in Jladison. 


Mr. Smith is 30 years old, a graduate 


of Boloit college, with degrees of B. A, 
and M. A., a student of the Law de- 
partment of the university, and wag ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1894. 
He held the 


position of assistant cashier of the Mer- 
chants' & Mechanics' Savings bank of 
.Tanesville for two years. He was engaged 
in tho practice of law in Janesville from 
1895 to 1897. Since the fall of 1897 he 
has been the secretary of the Janesville 
Machine company, and is highly recom- 
mended as u man especially fitted for the 
work required. 


The scope of a considerable portion of

The purpose of these bearings is not 


merely to allow the representatives 
ol 


tho various interests to bo heard, but to 
aid the commission in getting the broad- 
est and most accurate understanding of 
the character and obligations of these 
interests. The bearings will probably 
be hold in the rooms of the tax commis- 
sion, or, it necessary, in one of the legis- 
lative chambars. and will be open to' all 
who may choose to attend.

In this way expense will not 
only be saved the state but it will also 
make the encampment larger and of 
more benefit to the men. 


"Just when the encampment will be- 


gic cannot be stated for the reason that 
we do not know when we will receive 
some additional equipment we desire 
from the government. It will, however, 
begin the last week in July or early in 
August. Especial attention will bo pair! 
during tho encampment this year to 
field work, such as skirmish, .drill and 
battle line formations, and we expect the 
encampment will be of the greatest ben- 
efit to the men. We hope to have the 
annual inspection before the encamp- 
ment, and arc in hopes of having a reg- 
ular array officer 
detailed 
for the in- 


spection. Lust year because of the few 
officers which were not required in the 
field the wur department did not feel 
that it could detail a man for the inspec- 
tion."

Culberson of Texas, directing the sec- 
retary of war to report a survey and 
an estimate or cost for improving the 
main ship channel in Sauine 'pass..

\Vheu the routine business had been 


concluded Mr. Mason of Illinois, in ac- 
cordance with the notice lie gave yes- 
terday, moved to discharge the com- 
mittee on foreign relations from furth- 
er consideration of his resolution, in- 
troduced Dec. C last, expressing sym- 
pathy for the Boers. Under the rules 
the motion went over until tomorrow. 
Senator Mason said: 


"I have no intention o.f violating the 


rules of the senate, but it Is clearly the 
intention of the committse on foreign 
relations to take no action in regard 
to the resolution and 1 want it brought 
into the^scuate and placed on the cal- 
endar. 


"The committee could give us a re- 


port if it would. If a majority of the 
committee is opposed to the resolu- 
tion let them report it adversely. That 
would be making some progress. I am 
satisfied that 85 per cent of the people 
of the country are in sympathy with 
the Boers in their war with Great Brit- 
ain and f am just as certain that a ma- 
jority of this body would favor the 
resolution 1 introduced. Ii is the mer- 
est child's play for us to sit here and 
not be able to get a. vote upon it." 


At tho opening of the session of thr<
